the Associated Press). — The war 
department 
appropriation 
bill, 


carrying $339,500.000, was 
passed 


today by the house. 
As sent to the senate, the mea- 
sure allots $15,256,000 to the army 
air service and authorize the ser- 
vice to let contracts' for $3,000,000 
in addition. 
The direct appropri- 
ation is an increase of $345.500 
above current funds. 
The army 
would be continued at its present 
strength, 118.583 men 
and 11,749 


officers. 
The bill also carries a lump sum 
appropriation of $50.000 for rivers 
and harbors work. 
All items weer approved practi- 


cally without change. 
An amend- 
ment was rejected. 55 to 145, to 
provide $173,000 for traveling ex- 
penses for army officers detailed 
to work with the organized reserve. 


Moffett Figure

the Associated Press).—The house 
naval 
committee 
has 
virtually 
agreed upon a five year building 
program for the naval air service 
to cost $300,000,000. 
This amount is about two-fifths 


of that recommended by Rear Ad- 
miral Moffett, naval air chief, as 
necessary to provide an adequate 
air service for liny emergency. 
Final decision on the program is 
expected by the, committee tomor- 
row and if adopted, a bill to au- 
thorize this expenditure probably 
will be introduced within the next 
day or so by Chairman Butler.

Gravel Shipping. 


Northwestern 
and M. 0. 


Authorized to Make Joint 


Milk, Cream Rates. 


A new basis for computing car- 


load weights of sand and gravel 
by measuring the cubic contents 
of the car, where there are no track 
scales and the shipper or receiver 
cannot agree with the railroad com- 
pany on the weight, is laid down 
by the state railway commission 
in an order issued Tuesday. 
Heretofore, the rule has been that 


each cubic foot of sand was fig- 
ured as weighing 2,900 pounds, and 
each cubic foot 
of 
gravel 3,000 


pounds. Shippers complained that 
there is considerable variation in 
weight, depending on the coarse- 
ness, moisture content, and other 
qualities of the 
sand o_r gravel. 


After investlKation and hearing, the 
commission finds that the follow- 
ing standards should apply: 
Blow sand, 2,600 pounds to the 


cubic foot: pit samd, 2,900 pounds; 
gravel sand, 3,000 pounds; coarse 
gravel, 2,800 pounds. 


Lower Milk and Cream Rates. 
The -Northwestern and the M. & 


O. railroads, which are now virtu- 
ally' one system, have been autho- 
rized on their own application to 
make joint rates for hauling milk 
and cream, instead of collecting 
the full rates for simple haul on 
both lines. This will mean an aver- 
age reduction of 50 per cent where 
shipments are handled over both 
roads, according to Hate Expert 
Powell of the commission.

Federal Reserve 


System Is Lauded 


By Stanley Maly 


The fundamentals of the federal 


reserve banking system are sound 
and should be surrounded by ev- 
ery protection, Stanley Maly, presi- 
dent of the City National bank, said 
Tuesday at the noon luncheon of 
the Cosmopolitan club at the Lin- 
coln hotel.

eral reserve system is the backbone 
of America's financial system, and 
has been weighed in the balance 
and not found 
wanting.

Says Nationalistic Loyalties 


Cannot Be Suppressed 


By Brute Force. 


, 
"Though I believe that the domi- 


nant pattern of what the crowd calls 
•culture' will remain Anglo-Saxon 
for centuries, I believe .also that,' If 
the Lord Is at the loom, there ought 
to be a place in his design for such 
a purple patch as Slavdom," de- 
clared Prof. Orln Stepanek, profes- 
sor of English and Slavic languages 
ate the University- of Nebraska, 
speaking before the Junior league 
Monday night. 
His subject was: 
"roar Race and Mine." 


Telling of the various .trials which 
which the Slavs have: under gone, 
he said: 
' 
"The whole history of. Slavdom Is 
a ghastly witness to the fact that no 
people can be appropriated wlthoul 
thelr'consent; that the religious and 
linguistic and nationalistic loyalties 
of men cannot be suppressed by per- 
secution and. brute force. That this 
cannot be done, and yet Is forever 
attempted is one of the -colossal 
stupidities of rulers over men. 


"Under a tolerant conqueror the 
educated Slavs have ever been ready 
to subordinate .their language or 
their, theology or their manner, to 
' the larger group. Yet at the least 
sense of oppression they, have been 
the first to take up the fight, and 
to plague the conqueror out of all 
his barren gain. 
"A thousand years - of Turkish' 
tyranny and the whole domain of 
Islam together conspiring failed to 
crush- out the Slavic Individuality 
of the Bulgarian or of the Serb." 
Scores "Pieudo-Scientists." 


He sketched the various theories 


which are assigned for the origin of 
the Slavic race, and declared that 
none, of them* told "the story. It is 
impossible to co-ordinate all of these 
theories in such a way as to make 
them acceptable, he declared, and 
vigorously 
criticised 
the"pseudor 
scientists" who endeavour to "solve" 
the question of Slavic origin. 
Professor Stepanek served with 
the Red Cross m Europe during the 
•war.' and came actively in contact 
with "the nations and 
peoples of 
whom he spoke Monday evening. 


"I t have* rubbed elbows 
and 


swapped ideas with Russians, Poles, 
Serbs, Czechs and Grots," he said, 
"and. I have found them all alike, 
heart for heart and brain for brain. 
I have rubbed elbows and swapped 
ideas with non-Slavs,' and 
found 
similar circumstances. 


"Taste and lack of taste, intelli- 
gence and stupidity, good manners 
and bad are no respecters of theo- 
logy, race or even that of the germ 
plasm. I do not mean that I love all 
these people or even that I admire 
them all. I judge that it will be a 
million years before a people so con- 
spiciously different in physical fea- 
ture or irreconcilably opposed in re- 
ligious or political or s'oclal points of 
view will get along well together." 
Professor Stepanek 
was 
intro- 


duced by Mrs. Earl Roth.

A COMMONSENSE DECISION. 


The supreme court of the District of Columbia Mon- 


- day upheld indictments charging former Secretary 


Albert D. Fall, Harry F. Sinclair and E. L. Doheny 
\vith conspiracy in connection with the leasing of the 
naval oil reserves. It was.a commonsense decision. 


A demurrer h.ad been filed by the three defendants 


In which it was set forth the former secretary of In- 
terior had no authority to award the leases, and 
therefore, through him there could have been no 
conspiracy to award the leases. This defense at the 
most, was little more than a technical flourish. It 
did not touch upon the real facts as tc whether a 
conspiracy had been formed. It was a rat'icr naive 
defense that in order to conspire to defraud one must 
be so legally situated as to be able to do so.. 


The opinion by Justice Sanford, wlw delivered the 


findings of the court, is remarkably sane and sensi- 
ble and remarkably free from legal verbiage which so 
many times obscures the issue: 


"The facts set forth in the indictment, which are 


admitted by the demurrer solely for the purpose of 
presenting to the court the question of law Involved, 
Justice Sanford declared, are these. 


"That Fall and Doheny entered 
into a. 
corrupt 
agreement with each other, that Fall, ais secretary 
of the interior, should award the Doheny company 
certain contracts and leases relating to the oil and 
gas lands of the United States In consideration of 
gifts and loans to be made to Fall by Doheny, ind 
to have accomplished said purpose by tricky and dis- 
honest methods described in,the indictment. 
"Fall was assuming to act in these matters unrler 


and by virtue of an executive order of the president. 
This order, however, it Is now agreed, Was null and 
void, because congress entrusted the power to the 
secretary of navy alone. 


"The court feels constrained to hold that such a 


conspiracy as this indictment charges is a conspiracy 
to defraud the United States regardless of the fact 
that Fall had no legal authority to> do what he con- 
spired to do." 


That will appeal to the layman as a rule of reason. 
Regardless of the fact whether 
Secretary 
Fall 


actually had the legal authority to award the oil 
leases, the evidence -which has been placed before the 
American people in the senatorial investigation of 
Teapot Dome would indicate he 
thought he 
did.. 


Though the power actually reposed in the secretary 
of navy, Mr. Denby played but a minor and inci- 
dental role in the events leading up to the leasing of" 
oil lands. It was Mr. Fall who engineered the deal. 
It was Mr. Fall who was constantly in the full glare 
of the spotlight from the minute the 
negotiations 


•were first started until the day the leases were turned 
over to private hands. - Mr. Fall Inspired it, guided It 
and consummated it, if the correct facts have been 
STlven to the American people. 


To have declared in a legal sense that Mr. Fall' 


could not conspire to defraud the government in the 
leasing of the oil lands because he did not possess 
authority to complete such a transaction would have 
outraged every sense of justice of tliose who do not 
think In the abstruse legal terms of the lawyer. 


It is worth remembering that neither Mr. Doheny 


or Mr. Sinclair thought there was any question of 
the validity of their leases when they were first exe- 
cuted. 
They immediately started 
to 
Improve tho 


properties. Mr. Sinclair constructed a costly pipe- 
line from the Salt Creek district and Mr. Dbheny 
built expensive storage facilities in the-Elk Hill re- 
gion. They were not troubled at that 
time as 
to 


•whether Mr, Fall possessed authority to execute the 
leases. They believed them valid. It was only after 
congress began to pry into the events leading up to 
the leasing of the naval oil reserves that it was 
suggested Mr. Fall had exceeded his authority. 


The supreme court of the District of Columbia has 


given fresh hope, by Its decision, that the real facts 
connected with the leasing of the oil lands will ulti- 
mately be placed before an American jury to de- 
termine whether the transaction was tainted with 
fraud and corruption and the men involved in it weru 
innocent or guilty of a vicious crime against 
the 


country which has sheltered and protected them.

they are 


good for us," Governor McMullcn told one of his au- 
diences a -Ce-nr days ago. More taith and not too murh 
reliance upon modern scientific thcoi les was empha- 
fcixed by him as what the world needs. 


Mr. McMuIlen did not mvo minute specifications 


as to what he meant by "tho old beliefs"—whether 
he included the stories of Eve and the snake, Jonah 
and the whale, the sun standing still at Joshua's 
command, or not. 
« 


If the governor were looking for a conspicuous ex- 


ample of old time belief to support his declaration, 
he could find nothing bettor just nww than the an- 
cient groundhog tradition. For the last two weeks 
Nebraska has been enjoying Hear ind balmy"~«tmos- 
jiherlc conditions. The calendar shows that it is 
precisely two weeks since 
"groundhog 
.lay." As 


everybody will recall, that day was raw .and gloomy, 
•with thick clouds hanging overhead and shutting out 


• the sun's light completely. And here. Immediately 


following, comes a steady run of the most magnifi- 
cent climate that was ever put on in Nebraska during 
tho month of February. 


The reason is perfectly p!aln tc people of the 


old-fashioned Rcneratlon who have faith In "signs.'1 


"When the groundhog woke up from Ms longj -winter 
sleep and came out of his hom>j to look around, ha 
didn't see his shadow. 
ConBeejmmtly, he 
wasn't 


frightened back into his cavern but remained out- 
side, and as a result we are enjoying a run of flno, 
•weather. 


Some -there may be who -will argue that this la 


foolishness; that the groundhog has no 
Influence 


•whatever-on meteorology; and that It doesn't makr 
si bit of difference whether February 2 Is a bright and 
sunshiny day or overcast and stormy, so far as what 
comes afterward Is concerned. 


'But the old timer knows bettor. He has been 


keeping tab on the weather for a good many yearn 
and has seen the woodchuck's forecast come tru« 
often enough to establish It 
firmly In his 
mind. 


Scientists may Insist that weather is made by con- 
flicting wind currents, which come from vast Ice 
fields in the north and heated areas in the tropics, 
or from warm and cold ocean currents flowing ^n op- 
posite directions. 
But their fine-spun theories arc 


too Intricate to figure out, when one lias at hand

such a simple and easily comprehensible gauge as thii 
groundhog furnishes. 


So the "old belief" persists and holds its millions 


of adherent*. There are also a good many folks in 
this country who remain firmly convinced that a 
rabbit foot or a horseshoe brines good luck. They be- • 
lleve this because they have had personal evidence 
of It at some time or other. And what a 
person 


knows he knows, men of> science to the contrary not- 
withstanding1. 


Whatever our individual notions may be about the 


matter, we must all admit that, so far this year, tho 
groundhog has been vindicated 100 per cent on his 
reputation as a. weather prophet. 


, ANOTHER STEP AHEAD. 


{The Norris measure to submit a 
constitutional 


mendment to the states for the purpose of avoid- 


ing "lame duck" sessions of congress received the ap. 
proval of the United States senate yesterday and now 
goes to the house. 


If approved by the house and ratified by the vari- 


ous "states, the amendment would abolish the short 
sessions of congress which follow elections before 
the new members take their seats, and would provide 
for the inauguration of the president and vice presi- 
dent la January instead of March following election. 


Little comment need be offered on the viciousness 


of the present system. 
Much of the abuse repre- 


sented In pork barrel legislation can be directly traced 
to these "lame duck" sessions of the congress. 
It 


also offers the constant temptation to congress to 
put through legislation through the votes of these 
"lame duck" congressmen, who have been repudiated 
by their constituency, which would not survive if the 
members were to be held answerable to the voters. 


The old system of having the president and the 


vice president and the newly-elected members of con- 
gress take office on March 4, following their election 
in November, is a relic from the days when transpor- 
tation facilities in this country were most meager. 
Long Journeys, especially from the interior, consumed 
a great amount of time. In these days of rapid 
transportation there is no reason why inauguration 
slfould be delayed to March of the 
year 
following 


election. The Norris measure will correct a situa- 
tion which has led to much abuse in the past. 
"" 


NEW COTTON PRODUCING AREA. 


One of the most extensive cotton growing areas in 


the world, which must inevitably have a tremendous 
influence upon the price of that product, is to come 
into existence as the result of the opening last week 
of the-great Sennar or Makwar dam and irrigation 
project on the Blue Nile in the Sudan. The dam Is 
regarded as one of the greatest engineering feats in 
history, surpassing the Assuan dam, which to this 
time has been the longest on the Nile. 


In fact the Sennar dam is the largest in the world 


and has cost over $50,000,000. It is two miles long 
and necessitated the excavation of 17,000,000 cubic 
yards of earth. It contains 15,000,000 cubic feet of 
masonry and holds back 140,000,000 gallons of water. 
In mid-channel it is ninety feet thick and 130 feet 
deep. It has 206 sluices and spillways and In addi- 
tion there Is a great Irrigation canal sixty-six miles 
ong. Four years were required to build the dam and 
armies of native laborers were employed in its con- 
struction. 


There is a. tract of 5,000,000 acres of arid 
desert 


:and which may be reclaimed by this project, making 
one of the richest cotton growing districts in the entire 
world. 
It is estimated that 300,000 acres may be 


irrigated at once, producing 400,000,0000 pounds of 
cotton a jear. In a generation, it is believed, this 
product will be worth $100,000,000 per^annum. 


The Sennar dam Is located 170 miles above Khar- 


tum and 2,000 miles from the mouth of the stream 
and the project Is to water the triangle lying between 
the Blue and White Niles. Primarily 300,000 acres 
are to be irrigated. This Is a rich black soil and cot- 
ton Is to be grown on 100,000 acres each year in ro- 
tation with other crops. 
Those in charge hope to 


eventually bring ten times this area under irrigation 
for the production of cotton. 


A contract with th<J Egytian government prevents 


the watering of more than 300,000 acres at this time. 
It being feared that to use more than will be required 
for this area would deprive Egypt of water which 
might be needed for its land. This fear is ^said to 
be groundless, however, and it is expected the con- 
tract will In the course of time be terminated. 


But the cotton which may be produced even on the 


area now available must certainly have an immense 
influence on prices. 


SCHUMANN-HEINK. 


Mme. Ernestine Schumann-Heink is returning to 


opera, and, according to press dispatches, 
regrets 


that she should ever have forsaken it. 


"I should always have kept up my opera singing," 


she is quoted. "I should never have gone in for con- 
cert singing, for I was made to move, to act, to in- 
terpret in motion the meaning of music. On the con- 
cert platform, I could not do this." 


We find ourselves disagreeing, not emphatically, 


perhaps. 
but rather sentimentally. If Schumann- 


Heink has made up her mind to return to opera she 
will probably ao so, nor all our protests avail. 
It 


is a bit saddening to sec an old familiar star thus 
fade from the horizon, eclipsed as far as we com- 
moners are concerned. And especially one who has 
found such a warm welcome in American hearts. 
While Schmann-Helnk was born In Germany, sho 
was essentially regarded as ours—and the greater 
part of her career, after she had once "arrived" has 
been spent in this country. No other concert artist 
has even approached her popularity—packed houses 
have always greeted her, and we dare say, with the 
possible exception of the execrable Younger Genera- 
tion, nearly every home boasting a phonograph has 
her record of "Stilly Nacht." 


One of the most cherished memories that ire hold 


centers about Schumann-Heink. 
Shortly follov.-ing 


the war—the next winter—she sang in 
Colorado 


Springs, which has always regarded her as particu- 
larly belonging to it. The Burns theater was crowd- 
ed, and some two hundred persons were seated on the 
stage. We were among those on the stage. 
After 


a program which brought forth storms of applause 
and several encores, Schumann-Heink appeared and 
said: 


"I would like to sing a song in my own language. 


After all, I was born In Germany. In the war I had 
sons on'both sides. I 'did my bit" In the war camps.* 
I would like to sing" "Stilly Nacht.', 


She sang. In German and not a dry eye remained 


In the house, including both of ours. 


And now she is leaving the concert stage. Well, 


we shall have to go to New York occasionally, after 
all..

From the 
numerous letters I have been receiving from elderly people complaining 
of Itching. I had believed the statement made in the textbooks on »kln 
diseases, that there were senile degenerative changes of the skin in old 
age, which cause the trouble. 
There is considerable pleasure in vigorous scratching of an itchy 


spot, but when the itching continues and Is so intente that literally 
tearing: the flesh from the bone would seem a relief, that's a different 
story. 


If you stroke the skin with a feather, there's a tickling: at first. But 


continue It and itching will be caused. The nerves of the skin have now 
become hyper-(over) sensitive:1 (People differ in their sensitiveness of 
the skin, as in other matters. And the Irritation that would be sufficient 
to cause itching in one, would not be in another.) 
True pruritus, asj explained to you yesterday, is'an itching-of the 


skin due to a hypersensitiveness of the skin nerves, and not to structural 
changes such as take place in true skin diseases or in insect bites, 
etcetera. It is an itching, in other words, without apparent cause- How- 
ever, there is a cause, and this must be searched for. (In yesterday's 
paper I explained- the main, causes.) 
Treatment—First and foremost, there should be a thorough physical 


examination by a competent physician, to rule out systemic and local 
diseases as-a cause, for naturally the symptoms will not subside if the 
cause continues to operate. (Certain general systemic diseases may 
cause both a general and local itching.) 
These diseases ruled out, then you must see that your diet contains 


all the elements your body needs, in proper proportions (a balanced 
diet), and contains sufficient roughage so that constipation is prevented. 
And you must practice all the other known hygienic measures for 
keeping in good health. Keep the skin active by a daily scrub, followed 
by cool or cold water. If the skin is dry—dry skins are more susceptible 
to itching—vou had better get what Is known as a super-fatted soap, 
which Is not" drying as the ordinary soap. All soaps should be thoroughly 
rinsed Qff. After the bath you can rubNthe body with some cocoa butter 
or cold cream, or a lotion made of one ounce of glycerine to the pint of 
water. Brushing'the body with a dry scrub brush helps to keep the skin 
active also. 
Woolen underwear seems to be a common cause of itching skins in 


some people during the winter. In these cases a. light weight garment of 
other material should be worn under the woolen. (Dyed underwear may 
also cause itching.) 
If the baths with soap seem to make the condition worse, then baths 


with bathing soda, 10 ounces to the ordinary tub of water, or hydrochloric 
acid, one ounce to the tub of water, may be tried. 
The local itching is generally complained of in the anal regions 


and around the genltalia. For itching in these regions, any cause for 
irritating discharges must be treated. Bathing the parts in very hot 
water followed by some antisceptic lotion such as one made of one-half 
tablespoonful of carbolic acid and one ounce of glycerine to the pint of 
water, or one teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda to the cup of water, 
and sometimes acids such as vinegar and lemon juice, are effective. 
Hvdrogun of peroxide is also highly recommended. 


If home remedies fail, the X-Ray or ultra violet rays may relieve. 


Of course, these have to be given by a physician. 
Keep from scratching as much as possible, and .if you must, apply 


deep pressure on the part instead. Try not to scratch; it simply ag- 
gravates the condition. Don't be tense while trying. Read something or go 
for a. walk, to get your mind off the condition.

Family" life and" business life are 
so closely interwoven with govern- 
ment life that when one starts to 
crumble if is only a natural and 
clear fact 
that the 
others have 


only a short time to live. 
The governor went on to 
define 


duties of citizenship and he said 
that these duties began first of 
all with an intelligent interest in 
the state of affairs of the gove^.i- 
ment and state. Only fifty percent, 
of all the voters in the 
country 
voted at the last election and ac- 
cording to Governor McMullen that 
fact alone shows what adegree the 
people of America are interested in 
Americanizing America. 
His rec- 
ommendation is for every citizen 
to take a wholesome interest in all 
phases 
o£ governmental control, 


the national, state and local. 
Urget Intelligent Voting. 
The deplorable fact that there 
are about two hundred organiza- 
tions trying- to undermine govern- 
ment and all American institutions 
will men that there will be a social 
revolution if they should ever 
get 
the upperhand 
in 
this 
country. 
True citizens of America can .pre- 
vent such a condition by being 
conscious of their presence and by 
voting in an 
intelligent 
mannet 
against any further control. 
"The right of individual initia- 
tive is the greatest 
blessing- ot 
America and one must understand 
the government so as to be able to 
take the initiative in managing its 
affairs. 
Public opinion is largely 


responsible for affairs of the gov- 
ernment and I urge you all to form 
intelligent opinion about 
our af- 
fairs for this 
doctrine of Ameri- 
canization 
but 
must be 
taugh* 
continually as a sustenance 
for 
our government in the generations 
that are to follow," concluded the 
governor.
